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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims a composition comprising collection of embolic particles having a specific shape and 
relationship. The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are Kamiya'301 
and Bourne'997. The closest prior art teaches that it is known in the art to make and use embolic 
particles. However, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the instant invention wherein 
the specific composition, structure and relationship of particles is claimed.
